Car  Crash  Claims  Life 
Of  BYU  Professor’s  Wife 


PROVO — A 34-year-old  mother 
of  nine  children  died  Monday  with 
injuries  suffered  earlier  when  the 
car  she  was  driving  failed  to  ne- 
gotitate  a curve  and  rolled  over 
in  Provo  anyon. 

THE  VICTIM  was  Mrs.  Janet 
Anderson  Mabey,  wife  of  Dr.  Mel- 
vin Mabey,  an  associate  profess- 
or of  History  and  Political  Sci- 
ence at  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity. 

She  died  at  Utah  Valley  Hospi- 
tal a few  hours  after  the  accident 
which  occurred  about  8 a.m.  The 
highway  patrol  said  her  car  went 
out  of  control  as  it  was  going 
aroung  a curve  on  U.S.  highway 
189  about  11  miles  from  the 
mouth  of  canyon. 

She  and  eight  of  her  children 
were  in  the  vehicle.  The  patrol 
said  all  of  them  were  thrown 
from  the  car. 

THE  HIGHWAY  P.ATROL  list- 
ed the  chil(i-en  and  their  injuries 
as  follows:  David,  10,  back  and 
undetermined  injuries;  Mark,  8, 
possible  back  injur>’;  Paul,  9, 
Rebecca,  1,  and  Richard,  6,  held 
for  observation;  Ljmn,  11,  multi- 
ple bruises  and  lacerations;  Eric, 
4 and  Stephen,  3,  treated  and 
released. 

Tanya,  13,  was  not  with  the 
family  when  the  accident  occur- 
red. 

The  Mabeys  were  married  in 
Salt  Lake  (5ity  on  August,  20, 
1951.  She  graduated  from  BYU 
in  1951  while  he  received  his 


Doctor’s  Degree  from  Oxford 
University  in  1955. 

^IRS  M.ABEY  was  born  July 
25,  1929,  in  Salt  Lake  City.  She 
attended  BYU  Training  School, 
Ogden  High,  Weber  College  and 
BYU. 

Dr.  Mabey  is  a native  of  Bouni- 
ful,  Utah.  He  received  his  B.S. 
and  M.A.  degrees  at  BYU.  A 
specialist  in  the  field,  of  com- 
parative government,  he  teaches 
classes  dealing  with  British,  East- 
ern European,  and  Soviet  govern- 
ments, as  well  as  some  religion 
classes. 

Dr.  Mabey  served  a mission  in 
Czechoslovakia,  and  has  also  been 
a Bishop  in  one  of  the  BYU  stu- 
dent wards.  He  served  this  year 
as  faculty  advisor  to  the  BYU 
Young  Republicans. 


Baruch  Dies 


Bernard  M.  Baruch,  financier 
and  trusted  adviser  to  eight  U.  S. 
Presidents  — from  Wilson  to 
Kennedy  — died  Sunday  night. 
He  was  94. 

Baruch,  one  of  the  nation’s 
most  famous  elder  statesmen, 
suffered  a stroke  in  his  Manhat- 
tan apartment.  He  died  several 
hours  later,  at  9:30  p.m.,  of  a' 
coronary  occlusion.

A typical  day  for  the  boys  be- 1 
gins  with  breakfast  from  7 to  8,  j 
of  course  beds  have  to  be  madei 
and  rooms  straighten^  before 
breakfast.  From  after  breakfast 
to  11  the  boys  attend  athletic 
classes.  After  lunch  and  a rest 
period  there  are  enrichment 
classes,  more  athletic  classes,  din- 
ner, special  activities,  family 
prayer  and  bed. 

ALLPHIN,  CLINIC  Director, 
explained  that  the  enrichment 
classes  are  offered  in  three  fields 
science,  religion,  and  the  arts 
• speech  this  year.)  In  the  athletic 
field  the  offered  sports  are  bask- 
etball, swimming,  track  bowling, 
baseball,  and  gymnastics.  The  cur- 
riculum is  balanced  exactly,  so 
that  each  student  receives  exactly 
the  same  amount  of  instruction 
in  athletics  and  enrichment  class- 
es during  Ihe  two  week  period. 

The  boys,  who  range  in  age 
from  12  to  17,  often  work  the 
whole  year  at  odd  jobs  to  raise 
the  money  for  the  two  week  stay. 
One  boy  this  year  came  all  the 
way  from  Venezuela.  The  rest  are 
scattered  through  18  states.  Most 
are  Latter-day  Saints,  but  the 
program  is  not  limited  to  LDS 
youth. 

THE  120  BOYS  are  divided  into 
six  groups  according  to  heighth, 
weight,  and  age.  Each  group  elect 
a president,  besides  having  a 
counselor  and  junior  counselor 
who  is  usually  one  tif  the  boys.
